posed a financial burden upon 
the local property owner for the 
education of over 14 per cent of 
its school district enrollment who 
reside in the tax exempt married 
students University Village in 
our community. 

During the years of World 
War U, University Village (then 
named. Codornices Village) was 
a .Pederal Housing project on 
University owned property. At 
that time for each child in the 
Albany Schools there was pro- 
vided a substantial Federal sub- 
sidy since no property tax for 
school support could be levied. 
At one time as many as one 
fourth of the Albany School en- 
rollment was so housed. 

Following World War II and 
the Korean conflict the Federal 
interest was withdrawn, the prop- 
erty reverted to the University 
and a housing project for Uni- 
versity of California married stu- 
dents developed, about 1954. By 
1957, 91 children were in resi- 
dence in University Village and 
enrolled in the Albany Schools. 

It was at this time that the 
school district made its first 
effort to gain recognition of the 
fact that the State was causing 
an impaction, We called to the 
attention of the Regents of the 
Universty that over four per cent 
of the school district enrollment 
(1957) were children residing on 
tax-exempt, State-owned  prop- 
erty. 

Since 1957 the State, through 
its University, has continued to 
build, until at the present time 
there are 919 residential units 
from which come an average of 
300 children each year to the Al- 
bany Schools. 

It is true that the State of 
California does guarantee a min- 
imum specified sum for the edu- 
cation of each child in its several 
school districts and Albany is no 
exception. The problem for Al- 
ibany, however, lies in the fact 
that the difference between the 
State apportionment for each 
University connected child and 
the total cost for that child’s edu- 
cation must be subsidized by a 
levy on the taxable property of 
the district. In brief, the district 
is not able to levy its tax uni- 
formly on all property on which 
children reside. 

For example, in 1965-66 the Al- 
jbany per pupil cost of education 
was approximately $541. The 
per pupil State apportionment at 
the elementary level was $167; 
thus, the taxable property subsi- 
dized each University connected 
child by $374. By a computaton- 
al formula AB 504 would in large 
measure rectify this gross in- 
equity. The total would not be 
$374 times each of 300 children 
from University Village but rath- 
er through the equalization aid 
and State apportionment formula 
built into the bill reduce the total 
amount of added State support 
to an estimated $65,000 per 
annum, 

In each legislatve session since 
1957, the “Albany State-impacted 
School District Problem” has 
been presented to the Legisla- 
ture, It has cleared the Assem- 
bly at least once; gone to interim 
study, and been subjected to spe- 
cial study involving the State De- 
partment of Education, the An- 
alyst’s office and the School Dis- 
trict. The results have always 
been the same! Albany has a 
problem as does any school dis- 
trict which has three per cent of 
its students residing on Univers- 
ity-owned property. 

AB 504 finally recognizes the 
problem and awaiting your sig- 
nature, Honored Sir, provides a 
reasonable and practical solution 
to that problem. 

The State expense under AB 
504 is estimated to be approxi- 
mately $65,000 per year. This 
would provide opportunity for 
the Albany Board of Education 
to consder a decrease in the local 
property tax of up to 25 cents 
in 1968-69 from the $5.27 to be
